Meeting on Monday Decided to Obtain Actual 
Figures Before Going Farther in Matter; To 
Meet Again in Two Weeks. 


Citizens of Wainwright will be call 
ed together again in two weeks time, 
on July 18th, 'to further consider the 
question of a swimming (pool for the 
town. Meanwhile, Mr. H. C. Link 
twas appointed to go into the matter 
‘of costs and get more data ‘to present 
to that meeting. Such, in brief, was 
‘the outcome of last Monday’s meet- 
ing, called by the Mayor as a result 
of a citizens’ petition. 


The meetine was opened by Mayor 
Middlemagss, who called for nomina- 
tions for chairman and secretary of 
(tthe meeting. Mr. Thomas Lissimore 
was elected to the chair and Mr. Sid 

| Bidby as secretary, and the chainman 
asked Mr. Link to state briefly the 
reasons for the gathering, 

In response fto-the chairman’s re- 
quest, Mr. Link then outlined a pro- 
posed project of a swimming pool for 
the town, stating that the idea of call- 
ing ‘the meeting had been merely to 
ascertain if the citizens were in favor 
of the proposal before proceeding to 
the task of securing estimates, etc. 
Even if the meeting favored ‘the pro- 
posal, he said, it might be necessary 
tto drop the project if the cost should 
prove prohibitive. Preliminary esti- 
mates ‘thad indicated that the cost of 
such an undertaking ‘would run 
around $1,600, the basis of estimate 
being @ pool 120x50 feet, with a 6-inch 
wall, cost to cover bor, excavating 
and materials

‘However, council had not been in fav- 
or of the undertaking. 

Later figures had hbeen secured 
however, which showed that a 6-inich 
wall was not eufficient to support ithe 
‘weigiht of such a body of water. A 
wall 12 inches thick at the bottom and 
6 inches at the top was mentioned as 
being necessary for a pool this size. 

The next speaker was Mr. Bob 
Howarth, who was strongly in favor 
of the project. He’ instanced pools in 
{Edmonton which were money-making 
projects besides being of great social] 
value to the community, 

The chainman pointed out ‘the need 
for consideration of the legal and gan- 
itary aspects of the proposition and 
called on Dr. Middlemass to discuss 
vhis point. 

Quoting from the provincial regule- 
ions covering swimming pools, Dr. 
Middlemass pointed out that it was 
mecessary for a pool 'to be constmucted 
with walls 6 inches thick at the top 
and 12 inches thick at the bottom, 
|witn shower baths circulating water, 
heating plant, caretaker in constant 
attendance, drinking fountain and 4- 
foot walk alt around, it. Differing 
with Mr. Howarth, the speaker offer- 
ed figures secured from: Edmonton 
with regard ‘to the pools there. Dur- 
ing 1987 the South Side pool had in- 
‘curred a deficit of $700, the West end 
pool $1,500, and the East end pool 
$2,200, with ne allowance made for 
interest on the capital expenditure. A 
study of the petition for calling the 
meeting had revealed tthe fact that 
many of the ratepayers who had sign- 
ed the petition were far in arrears for 
‘taxes now, and he pointed out the in- 
creased diftficuity these citizens would 
have in paying up arrears if the taxes 
were raised to cover the cost of a 
swimming pool. He was in favor of 


present time. 

Mr. J. Wélet expressed approval of 
the idea provicinig it could be under- 
taken for anything up to. $3,000 ‘but 
did not believe the town was iin a po- 
\sition to go any further than that at 
this time. The sum of $1,600 had 
| been meant to cover an open pool only 
with 6-inch walls, but later informa- 
tion would seem to indicate that this 
|would not be strong enough. 

Mr. Howarth expressed the opinion 
‘that the provincial government regu- 
\lations had been drawn for pools in 
\cities an’! might possibly be waived 
in the case of a smaller town. 

A letter from the Provincial Sani- 
tary Engineer to the Town Secretary 
\was read to the meeing. This quoteé 
| figures of $10,000 for a pool at Medi- 
cine Hat and an estimate of $7,000 
‘for a pool at Vegreville. In this com 
nection Mr. Welch pointed out that 
|both these towns had sewer and wat- 
er facilities and that the cost to Wain- 
|wright, ‘acking these facilities, would 
probably ‘be much higher. 

Mr. Link again pointed out that it 
was only inten“ed at this meeting to 
accertain the feelimg of the ratepay- 
ers in regard to a pool; then the cost 
could ‘be estimated reasonably accu- 
rately. In order that the town would 
not be put to any cost in securing 
{this informaticn, Mr. Link undertook 
to spend some time in Edmonton bes 
fore the’ next meeting and secure all 
the data possible. 

At this time Mr. H. P. Schlitt ask- 
ed for a ruling as to discussion of an 
alternative scheme but as tihe meet- 
|ing had been called for the purpose of 
| considering a swimming pool only, the 
|chainman mied that an alterna‘ive 
L sanenye could not be ‘brought before 
|the meeting. 
| Mr. Mackenzie then moved that the 
jmeeting be adjourned until July 18‘h, 
| Mr. Link in the meantime to secure 
figures as to cost and also in regard 
{to the provincial health regulations 
jand enforcement thereof. This wag 
seconded by Mr. Forryan.

;zens declared themselves in favor of 
having all the information possible 
for the next meeting. Mr. Howarth 
and Mr. Welch both spoke briefly, the 
former appealing to the ratepayers to 
indicate if they were in favor of the 
project before going to the trouble 
of securing the infonmatdion.

Sugigestions for the West 

“The East will do more than 
simpy sympathize with the West 
in the latter's hour of trouble. 
The folks of the prairies do not 
need to worry about what the 
East will do. Help will Se given 
the West this yean, just as assist- 
ance nas becn rencered in other 
years of drought. 

“Saskatchewan, especially, has 
been stricken this summer (1937) 
Searing heat has frizzled the 
ercips until they are worthless 
even for feed in some places. The 
farmers will 'ose completely, even 
being out the cost of their seed. 

“The disaster is more than a 
local catastrophe, it is of nation- 
al extent. For, with an impover 
ished West, the punchasing power 
of the prairies is cumtailed. 

‘The East will rally to the aid 
of the West. Generous contribu- 
tions wiil b2 made from this part 
of the Dominion to our neighbors 
in that part 

“Newspapers in the West are 
hoping and suggesting that the 
East do something. They can 
rest assured their pleas will be 
answered. 


“And, while we are on the sub- 
ject we would make this sugges- 
tion to three or four newspapers 
in the prairie provinces. It is 
that they be a little less malicious 
in their constant attacks on the 
East. Some of the agsaults have 
been particularly bitter. In fact, 
a few days ago one, Manitoba 
paper had an editorial asking the 
East to help the West, and on the 
very same day it had another 
editorial bitterly assaulting the 
East.

VACATIONING 
ON WHEELS 


The technique of stmmer_ vaca- 
tioning is changing in Canada as else- 
where. This is pointed out in an in- 
formative article in the current issue 
of “Health” py Dr. A. E. Berry, Di- 
jrector of Sanitary Engineering, On- 
lhe asa Department of Health. 

The article is in the nature of ad+ 
vice to the vacationist on wheels, who 
the writer says has an excellent op- 
portunity to increase his store of 
health ‘but who should use some ne- 


so'd at ccst nrice—60 cerfts. It is 
very convenient and is used! extensive- 
‘ly ‘by summer vacationists. It can be 
purchased iby. writing to the Onltario 


Department of Health, Parliament.

The writer in “Health” proceeds to 
say: “Tourists and vacaltionists not 
infrequently experience somewhat dis- 
turbing caseo of gastro-entcritis. 
These intestinal infections are quite 
‘severe, and they ‘are not confined ‘to 
say any one area but wi!l be found in 
different countries and in various gec- 
‘tions of these countries. The exact 
cause off this is not weil known but it 
fis reasonable to suppose that food or 
water supplies may ‘be a factor. It 
is accordingly important that these 
‘be carefully selected iby the tourist. 
‘Cooked ‘foods, ynless subsequently 
‘contaminated by, ‘handlers, flies or 
similar sources, ‘should be free from 
these infections. All raw vegetables 
‘and other uncooked! products should 
‘be carefully selected. Thorough wash- 
ing of vegetables mwilil usually be ade- 
quate and if these are washed in’ wa- 
ter contzining chlorine the safety 
faci-or is that much greater. 


“Of all foods used milk is probatlv 
the one most readily ‘contaminated. 
‘Many diseases may /be spread through 
‘this medium if it is not safeguarded 
ut milk may fbe adequately saife- 
guarded iby a simple heat treatment. 
Tt can be made just as safe as the 
pasteurized suppiy furnished! in upban 
centres. [hwo methods are available; 
the first is to heat it to 145F. in a 
double boiler and allow it to stand on 
the back of the stove at this tempera- 
fture for 30 minutes. The other pro- 
cedure. is ‘to bring it to the boiling 
point and then cool it. Many people 
have a faise notion that milk they ge- 
cure out in the country is so much 
richer than that in the city. They do 
not seem to realize that it all comes 
from, tihe country no matter where it 
is purchased, Tf you can buy pass 
| teurized milk ¢o so; if you cannot 
| then use either of the above methods 
| por safety.”
